Five Per Cent. deducted from the amount of your order. In other words, if your order amounts, at 
regular catalogue price, to Five Dollars, and you intend to send it to us after March Ist, mail itso we 
will receive it before March Ist and we will accept from you in full payment for your order $4.75 and 
allow you also to select free seeds, as per our offer in last of catalogue. No matter how large or how 
small your order, it will pay you to order.ea:ly,—just think of it, you thus save five per cent. a 
month, a most liberal discount and better than any other seedsman will offer you and by doing this it 
will enable us to fill your order promptly, correctly, and send it off so you will receive it safe and before 
you are ready to plant 

HOW TO ORDER AND SEND MONEY. Please be careful to sign your Name, Post-Office, 
County, and State to each and every order sent us, and each and every time you write us afterward about 
the order, give the same post-offive as the one from which you sent us the order. Cash should always 
accompany the order. Remittance can be made at our risk by either post-office money order, express 
order, bank draft or registered letter. On orders of $1.00 or more the cost of remitting by any of these 
methods may be selected in Extra Seeds Free at regular catalogue price. Post-office orders should be 
drawn on Bay City, Mich. We wlll accept postage stumps for amounts less than $1.00, provided they are 
received in good condition. Do not send personal checks. It costs 25 cents to collect them and order is 
held until check is collected. 

SEEDS BY MALL POSTPAID. We pay the postage on all Flower and Vegetable Seeds by the 
packet, ounce, quarter pound, pound, pint or quart, at prices quoted. 

(= On all seeds ordered by express or freight, the purchaser is entitled to deduct from the 
mail prices quoted, 8 cents per pound, 15 cents per quart on Beans and Peas, and:10 cents per 
quart on Sweet Corn, 

LOW EXPRESS AND FREIGHT RATES. Owing to the very large volume of business which 
we annually give to the express and railroad companies, said companies have made very low shipping 
rates to all points. We deliver goods to freight and express companies here, purchaser paying express 
or freight charges. Freight rate per 100 lbs. on potatoes and other seeds to New York, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Tennessee, Missouri, Illinois and Wisconsin, Kansas, Nebraska, ete., will average 25 to 50 
cents per hundred pounds; New England States 30 to 35 cents; Ohio and Indiana 15 to 20 cents; Pacific 
Coast States $1.50 a hundred; Southern States 35 to 50 cents; Colorado, ete., 75 to $1.00. We secure 
lower rates for our customers than any other seedsmen. 

PREPAID EXPRESS. We use our own judgment in regard to shipping by freight when ordered 
by express—some of our customers often order us to ship by express, when we know from past experience 
the express charges would amount to as much or more than the seeds are worth. In such cases we will 
ship by freight, unless at least one-half of the express charges accompanies the remittance for the order, 
to be applied on prepaying the charges. 

Prepaid Stations. Do not order your seeds shipped to a station where there is no agent, or if you 
do, remit sufficient to prepay the freight—to all such stations freight and express charges have to be paid 
in advance, and unless you send us the money with your order to pay the charges we will send to your 
nearest station at which there is an agent. 

ERRORS. The Heads of Our Ditterent Departments are experts in their line and Stockholders of 
The Hammond Seed Co., thus giving them an interest in the business, and each department is carefully 
looked after by interested parties ; yet in the stress of business errors sometimes occur, in which event 
promptly notify us of the fact, Giving Us Lour Order Number, which will be found on the mail label, 
shipping tag, or acknowledgment card sent you and we will make corrections as will be satisfactory. In 
all cases keep a copy of your orders for comparison. 

Safe Arrival. We aim that all seeds shall be sent «ff promptly and arrive safe and in good con- 
dition. It often happens that orders never reach us, or are without signature. When customers fail to 
hear from us within a reasonable time, they should inform us, sending us a copy of their order, the time 
sent, post-office mailed from, amount of remittance and how money was sent, and we will either dupli- 
cate the order or give satisfactory information. 

PROMPT ARRIVAL, All orders to be shipped by freight or express are acknowledged as soon as 
received, and with the exception of potatoes and plants, are sent off promptly and a notification mailed 
to the post-office address of our customer as soon as shipment is made. If shipment is made by 
freight, we mail a copy of the freight receipt, showing date and how shipped, and of what the shipment 
consisted. We exercise the greatest care in shipping and the freight receipt signed by the Railroad Co. 
is proof we have delivered to them in gvod condition. If you do not receive the shipment within a 
reasonable time, call on your station agent and request him to trace and locate. After all of his 
efforts have failed, write us and we will endeavor to do the best we can from this end, but you can get 
quicker results from your end than we can here. 

OUR FACILITIES FOR SHItPPLNG. Weareina better position for sending off our seeds that 
go by mail and freight than any otherseed house in existence today. All of our seeds going by mail 
are sent direct, by cable connecting our building with the post-office (an office of the first class, where 
the mail is made up and sent to the trains every hour), and on the front cover of this catalogue we show 
our two large seed buildings, with railroad tracks alongside of each. After the 10th of March we load 
all freight into cars going to distant points, thus freight going to stations on the New York Central rail- 
road goes into a car which is loaded and sealed by us on our track and immediately starts for Buffalo on 
a fast freight train, where it is turned overtothe N. Y. C. R. R for distribution to stations along that 
road. Any farmer who has had to put up with delay caused by slow freight from other seed houses, can 
readily see what a saving of time we can give him, and how mnch better he will get his seeds from us, as 
they are not handled by freight smashers but remain in the car as we place them until delivered at his 
station.
